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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a method for 
treating/drilling a subterranean formation that comprises providing a fluid composition 
that contains a surfactant-free emulsion including an oleaginous fluid; a second fluid 
that is partially immiscible with said oleaginous fluid; and emulsion-facilitating particles 
that are solid, wherein said emulsion-facilitating particles have a fluid contact angle from 
about 70 to 140 degrees. 

2. The closest prior art are United States Patent Number (USPN) 5,990,050 to Patel 
et al., (hereinafter 'Patel') and "Amphiphilic Copolymers", Langmuir 1998, 14, 5977-79, 
(hereinafter 'Perrin'). Patel discloses a composition containing oil, clay, an oil-soluble 
polymer and emulsifiers. However, the emulsifiers taught in Patel are conventional 
surfactants. Patel does not disclose the composition comprising a surfactant-free 
emulsion. Nor does Patel teach nor suggest the composition containing emulsion- 
facilitating particles that are solid and having a fluid contact angle from about 70 to 140 
degrees. 

Perrin teaches a polymeric emulsifier having enhanced stability but does not 
disclose this emulsifier to be a solid emulsifying particle having a fluid contact angle 
from about 70 to 140 degrees. Thus, the combination of Perrin with Patel would not 
provide each and every limitation of the claimed invention or render the claimed 
invention obvious.
